•Testifies Before the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee. 

The Commissioner Says He Took His 
Testimony in His Own Way. 



Washington, Jan. 11— Contrary to 
previous announcement, ex-Cotumls- 
aloner Hlount Thursday morning was 
before the senate committee which la 
Investigating the relations of the coun- 
try with Hawaii under the resolution 
of Senator Morgan. 

Mr. Blount told briefly of his ap- 
pointment, on the 11th of March. 1*03, 
by the president, as special commis- 
sioner to investigate the condition of 
affairs on the Hawaiian islands, which 
bad been developed by the revolution 
of last January. 

Mr. Hlount said that he considered 
the appointment as within the bound* 
of propriety and precedent He said 
that he found tho islnnds and the gov 
eminent entirely under the control oi 
protoctlon of the U. S. troops. The 
American flag floated over the govern- 
ment building in which the ofll- 
eera of the provisional government 
conducted their business. Everywhere 
was noticed the influences of this 
country upon the people of the islands. 
It was evident, Mr. Hlount said, that it 
would be difficult to secure an impartial 
account, or opinions uninfluenced by 
the surroundings, as long as this state 
of affairs continued. Consequently he 
decided on the 31st of March, two days 
after his arrival, that in accordance 
with the spirit of his Instructions and 
in tho interest of fair play, the flag 
should be taken down and the American 
troops removed. Of this decision he in- 
formed President Dole, and on the fol- 
lowing day, the 1st of April, ended the 
temporary protectorate und had the 
flag lowered. This proceeding ho de- 
fended as within the scope of his mis- 
sion, and as an entirely proper pro- 
ceeding under tho circumstances. The 
subsequent events, he said, proved 
that the presence of the American 
troops was not necessary to preserve 
order or protect the life and property 
of either Americans or natives. Mr. 
Hlount was reminded of the charge that 
hi* investigation kad been partial, that 
his report showed upon its face that he 
had been prejudiced against the an- 
nexation from the beginning. This, 
Mr. Ulonut said, was untrue, and he 
contended that the report was im- 
partial and the Investigation was with- 
out prejudice or favor. Mr. Hlount 
was examined in regard to statements 
made by the Hawaiians to the effect 
that his examination had been partial, 
and that his method of conducting it 
had been apparently in the direction of 
obtaining information against the 
provisional government and in favor of 
the royalists. 

To this he replied that he took the 
testimony in his own way and acted 
on his own judgment He had been 
selected to make this examination, and 
had been given entire authority to con- 
duct it in any manner he saw fit and 
to obtain the moat accurate and best 
information concerning the revolu- 
tion. At the conclusion of the examin- 
ation of Mr. Hlount he had a long con- 
ference In tho committee room with 
Senator Morgan.
